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FLOOR CARPET INSTALLING SYSTEM 
Abstract Of The Disclosure 

A system for installing floor carpets includes a carpet whose nap 
side forms the useful surface. An anchor can be fixed to the floor, and 
has protuberant interlocking elements that interlock with the 
backside of the carpet opposite the nap side. The backside of the 
carpet facing the anchor is formed by a material having no loops. A 
micro-adhesive closure with interlocking elements in the form of 
fingers with thickenings on their ends is provided as the anchor to 
interlock with the loopless backside of the carpet.
